Piitzer Juniper, one of the most popular dark green low spreading type, size 18-24 inches, each $1.90

Hetzi Juniper, very similar to Pfitzer Juniper and grows faster. Bluish green in color. 10 to 15 in- 
ches, each $1.10—4 or more $1.00 each. 


Andorra Juniper, low spreading variety seldom reach more than 15 inches in height. Green color in 
summer turning in fall after first frost to a very beautiful pinkish color. Very hardy and good grow- 
er.
